Ors a1 E. Faubus w as 
given a 3-1 approval in his closing 
of four public high schools here 
against integration 
The seats of all members of the 
bitterly and evenly divided board 
were on the voting line. Three are 
out-and-out supporters of Faubus 
in his fight with the federal gov­ 
ernment over integration. The oth­ 
er three are known as moderates 
They 
favor 
some 
integration 
rather than keeping the schools 
closed. 
At stake, too. is the prestige of 
Faubus. He has twice plugged the 
teacher purge faction, saying the 
teacher-firing controversy is sim­

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Cities Trying 
Income Taxes 


Five communities in Ohio and one in Ken­ 
tucky have recently joined a growing list of mun­ 
icipalities imposing their own local income taxes. 
A 0.6 per cent levy goes into effect Monday, June 
1, in Marion, Ohio. Proceeds will be used most­ 
ly for street repairs and capital improvements. 
Residents of Zanesville, Ohio, begin paying a 1 
per cent tax July 1. 
Other new recruits to the movement are the 
towns of Deer Park. Franklin, and Whitehall m 
Ohio and Hopkinsville in Kentucky. In addition, 
St. Louis, which has had a city income tax off 
and on since 1948, has just received permission 
from the Missouri legislature to double its rate 
to 1 per cent. 
Specialists in municipal finance have long 
looked with favor on the local income tax as a 
means of reducing dependence on property lev­ 
ies. The latter taxes are slow to adjust to infla­ 
tionary pressures, and the more closely a city 
treasury is bound to them, the more susceptible 
it is to the revenue-expenditure squeeze. In ad­ 
dition, the city income tax is cheaper to collect 
than a general sales lax and less likely to hurt 
local business. 
Despite these theoretical advantages, the 
local income tax has enjoyed great vogue in only 
two states—Ohio and Pennsylvania—where all 
except a handful of some 670 adoptions have 
occurred. Apart from resistance by taxpayers— 
income levies are probably the least popular of 
all taxes—the major obstacle is the fact that city 
income taxes are of doubtful legality in most 
states. 
However, six jurisdictions in Kentucky 
and two in Alabama have avoided any constitu­ 
tional trap by putting the levy in the form of an 
‘'occupational license tax” under city licensing 
powers.

Children under nine must not work, although they may 
“ cultivate the habit of work.” 
It is very flifficult to .see how the Communists 
could dominate and control the Chinese people unless 
they destroyed the Chinese family .system in which 
loyalty was focussed on the clan. The elders, the sen- 
lor generation, exercised a final authority over all 
members, no matter where they were situated. 
I had some relations with a distinguished family 
of considerable size—perhaps a thousand or more per­ 
sons 
Their busines.s enterprise.s were in many parts 
of China, including Manchuria. Peking. Shanghai. Can­ 
ton and Hongkong, 
The home base was a village in 
Kuantung Province which was communally-owned and 
was managed by the generation of elders. Some mem­ 
bers of this family were men of great distinction; oth­ 
ers were lesser folks and even peasants. 
But author­ 
ity lay in the older generation, whether a man were a 
prime minister or a farmer. 
The social structure of .such a society is based upon 
a traditional moral code and general consent. 
The 
principal government official in such a community was 
a magistrate and a tax collector, both aliens—that is 
they were unrelated to the dominant families. A.s long 
as they behaved, they were tolerated. When they ceas­ 
ed to behave, the citizens found ways to get rid of 
them, the subtlest method being the boycott. As a tax 
collecter usually paid for his job in advance, non-inter- 
cour.se could be very costly to him. Sometimes, the 
elders appealed to higher officials to remove a local 
oificial. but usually it was not necessary 
The Chinese family system produced a wholc.>ome 
society which survived political changes and economic 
calamities. The first real attack upon it was the intro­ 
duction of Christianity in the 19th century from over­ 
seas. 
Christianity could not accept polygamy and in 
some manner encouraged free rather than family- 
arranged marriages. 
As. however, all the ChrLxtian 
sects influenced a very small segment of the Chine.se 
population, local customs prevailed until recent years. 


The f hliifsp ( ommuni^ls are not attrmpling 
to influence the Chinese people to accept Marxixt 
moral concepts.

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Cities Trying 
Income Taxes 


Five communities in Ohio and one in Ken­ 
tucky have recently joined a growing list of mun­ 
icipalities imposing their own local income taxes. 
A 0 6 per cent levy goes into effect Monday, June 
I. in Marion. Ohio. 
Proceeds will be used most­ 
ly for street repairs and capital improvements. 
Residents of Zanesville, Ohio, begin paying a I 
per cent tax July I. 
Other new recruits to the movement are the 


towns of Deer Park. Franklin, and Whitehall in 
Ohio and Hopkinsville in Kentucky. In addition, 
St. Louis, which has had a city income tax off 
and on since 1948. has just received permission 
from the Missouri legislature to double its rate 
to I per cent. 
Specialists in municipal finance have long 


looked with favor on the local income tax as a 
means of reducing dependence on property lev­ 
ies. The latter taxes are slow to adjust to infla­ 
tionary pressures, and the mor® closely a city 
treasury is bound to them, the more susceptible 
it is to the revenue-expenditure squeeze. 
In ad­ 
dition, the city income tax is cheaper to collect 
than a general sales tax and less likely to hurt 
local business. 
Despite these theoretical advantages, the 


local income tax has enjoyed great vogue in only 
two states—Ohio and Pennsylvania—where all 
except a handful of some 670 adoptions have 
occurred. Apart from resistance by taxpayers— 
income levies are probably the least popular of 
all taxes—the major obstacle is the fact that city 
income taxes are of doubtful legality in most 
states. 
However, six jurisdictions in Kentucky 


and two in Alabama have avoided any constitu­ 
tional trap by putting the levy in the form of an 
4 occupational license tax’’ under city licensing 
powers.

Family Systems 


The Central Committee of the Chinese Communist 
Party has issued a document on the Communes which 
is most interesting because it discusses the new con­ 
cepts concerning the family system. For many cen- 
turics, the family was the realistic governing body in 
China. 
The Emperor was remote; his officials were 
too important to deal with small matters. 
Family 
pride and perpetuation provided the social pressures 
which influenced the individual to live with a moral 
code. 
The government in China never exercised as 
much power over the individual as the family ‘clan!. 
Of this, the Central Committee pamphlet says; 


“ll is Irur that the Chinese people have broken 
the feudal patriarchal system. 
It must be known 
that this patriarchal system has long since ceased 
to exist in capitalist society and that is a matter 
of capitalist progress. 
However, we have gone a 
step further to establish a democratic and united 
family, something that is rare in general in capi­ 
talist society.” 


The Commune then ii not only a socio-economic 
system for the production of goods but also for the eli­ 
mination of the family as a moral force. 
The hour* 
of labor are regulated in the Commune, eight hour* 
for sleep; four hours for meals and relaxation; eight 
hours for labor; two for study. ‘Two hours missing!! 
Children under nine must not work. although they may 
* cultivate the habit of work.” 
It is very difficult to see how the Communists 
could dominate and control the Chinese people unless 
they destroyed the Chinese family system in which 
loyalty was focussed on the clan. The elders, the sen­ 
ior generation, exercised a final authority over all 
members, no matter where they were situated. 
I had some relations with a distinguished family 
of considerable size—perhaps a thousand or more per­ 
sons 
Their business enterprises were in many parts 
of China, including Manchuria. Peking. Shanghai. Can­ 
ton and Hongkong. 
The home base was a village in 
Kuantung Province which was communally-owned and 
was managed by the generation of elders. Some mem­ 
bers of this family were men of great distinction; oth­ 
er* were lesser folks and even peasants. 
But author­ 
ity lay in the older generation, whether a man were a 
prime minuter or a farmer. 
The social structure of such a society is based upon 
a traditional moral code and general consent. 
The 
principal government official in such a community was 
a magistrate and a tax collector, both aliens—that is 
they were unrelated to the dominant families. As long 
as they behaved, they were tolerated. When they ccas 
od to behave, the citizens found ways to get rid of 
them, the subtlest method being the boycott. As a tax 
colleger usually paid for his job in advance, non-inter­ 
course could be very costly to him. Sometimes, the 
elders appealed to higher officials to remove a local 
official, but usually it was not necessary. 
The Chinese family system produced a wholesome 
society which survived political changes and economic 
calamities. The first real attack upon it was the intro­ 
duction of Christianity in the 19th century from over­ 
seas. 
Christianity could not accept polygamy and in 
some manner encouraged free rather than family- 
arranged marriages. 
As. however, all the Christian 
sects influenced a very small segment of the Chinese 
population, local customs prevailed until recent years. 


The 4 hinrsr I nm mu nisi* arr not attempting 
to influence the Chin rte people to accept Marxist 
non al concepts. 
They are deliberately smashing 
the ancient Chinese family system by destroying 
the ancestral temple, by separating husband from 
wife in communal buildings, bv placing children 
under the care of the state, in common mess halls, 
nurseries and kindergartens. 


A* far back a* !92*>. the Chinese Communist* were 
experimenting with the destruction of the family sys­ 
tem. 
This was particularly true in Hunan Province 
where a nude parade occurred, the object of which was 
to establish youth autonomy. At the time. this demon­ 
stration of independence by nudity wa* greeted with 
universal laughter 
Nevertheless, it wa* no joke 
It 
was a protest against parental authority. It was more 
than that. It was a protest against the entire social 
•ystem which had been erected,in China for centuries 
and which had sustained that civilization. 
What the Commune will ultimately do to China no 
one can say because no such experiment has ever been 
performed anywhere on such a vast stale—perhaps 
iOO,000.000 human being—and with such finality; It is 
something altogether new in human history.

that 
Latin 
America would have to side with 
the United States in the com­ 
ing struggle with Russia 
“ Before I made the speech I 
sent word to Castro that I wanted 
to talk to him But I never got 
any reply. I sent word several 


times that I should talk to him 
before addressing the Cuban peo­ 
ple. but I never heard from him. 
Finally, on the evening of the 
speech I rode with him to the 
hall and he said there was only 
one thing he didn't want me to 
mention — Puerto Rico." 
Figueres-Castro Debate 
Figueres explained 
that the 
Communist line in Latin Ameri­ 
ca is that Puerto Rico is an un­ 
willing prisoner of the United 
States and the Puerto Rican peo­ 
ple are burning for independence. 
"It s been my painful duty to 
talk about Puerto Rico in Latin 
America and upset the Commun­ 
ist line that you are guilty of 
colonialism,” Figueres said. 
However, at the request of Cas­ 
tro. he agreed not to mention 
Puerto Rico lr, his Havana talk. 
When he urged that Latin Amer­ 
icans stand on the side of the

however, Castro seized the mi­

Cuba would be neutral. 
Following this. Figueres wa* 
invited by two Havana TV sta­ 
tions to make two telecasts of 30 
minutes each, which were ex­ 
tended by popular demand to an 
hour each. They had such impact 
tfiat Castro decided to break into 
Holy Week and its moratorium on 
political discussion, with a tele­ 
cast answering Etgueres It last­ 
ed six hours.

The Price Of Gold

On arresting the flow of Airier 
iran gold to the rest of the world 
— most of which owes its present 
financial well being to American 
taxpayers’ generosity — three 
courses are open to the ll. S 
I. Check the inflation, by bal­ 
ancing federal spending with in­ 
come and keeping wage increa­ 
ses in line with rises i i. product­ 
ivity. 
2 Reduce the gold requirements 
of the Federal Reserve system, 
from present 25 per cent of lia­ 
bilities to IS per cent 
3. Establish a free gold market 
for the metal in the lf. S and 
end the ll. S 
Treasury* fixed 
gold buying price of $35 an ounce. 
The British want the lf. S. to 
double this and the Russians also 
would be happy at such an un­ 
realistic move 
The important one is the first. 
The U. S. has been pursuing a 
policy of doing the opposite of 
what it has been preaching to 
other countries receiving help — 
strict economy in Government. 
Britain. West Germany. Japan 
and now Frame have taken this 
advice to heart with the result 
they are drawing gold from the 
U S. 
Here * the official view of the 
ll. S. Treasury on the gold buy­ 
ing price and a free market for 
the metal. The letter was to a 
reader of these dispatches who 
sent a recent column to the de- 
payment 
“ The newspaper clipping which 
you recently forwarded to this 
Department seems to imply that 
there should be a free market 
for gold in order to prevent the 
Russians from benefiting from the 
official price of SSS per fine troy 
ounce.

gold 
"We oppose a free market and 
any other device which would 
alter the price of gold 
"The Administration has made 
it clear on many occasions that 
the United States has no inten­ 
tion of changing the price of gold 
“ We do not believe that any 
alteration in the price of gold 
would be in the best interest of 
the United States and the free 
world The value of the dollar is 
firmly linked to gold; the official 
value of $35 per fine troy ounce 
was established in 1934 
"This relationship has contri­ 
buted to the maintenance of a 
stable and strong financial struc­ 
ture in this country, and thus to 
the soundness of our domestic 
economy. 
"Foreign countries have also 
come to rely on the dollar as a 
strong and secure currency, firm­ 
ly fixed in value in terms of gold. 
The price of gold in various in­ 
ternational 
markets. 
:t 
may 


be noted, has been approximately 
$35 per ounce for some year*. 
"We might point out there do 
not appear to be any reliable 
estimates of either the current 
production or probable gold re­ 
serves of the Soviet Union 
In 
any case, an increase in the price 
of gold would increase the value 
of the Russian gold reserves.44 


On the whole the letter is en­ 
couraging — that the Treasury is 


fully alive to the fact any upward 
revision of our gold buying price 
would benefit the most the Rus­ 
sians, who are out lo destroy ut 
economically, if not otherwise. 
The 
Treasury* 
spokesman 
must have had his tongue in his 
cheek when he observed the gold 
buying price had “ contributed to 
the maintenance of a stable and 
strong financial structure in this 
country................ Foreign coun­ 
tries have also come to rely on 
the dollar as a strong and secure 
currency, firmly fixed in value 
in terms of gold.” 
The dollar is currently soft in 
terms of those of most countries, 
particularly West Germany, Swit- 
zerland. and Britain and recently 
France. This soilness has nothing 
to do with the gold price. It re­ 
flects a distrust of our ability to 
check the inflation. 
The adherents to a fixed gold 
standard have become a * cult.” 
Actually, the gold standard ta 
relatively new — about 143 year*

The pound sterling got it* 
name because that currency was 
supposed to represent a pound of 
silver. Bi metalism was a hot is­ 
sue in the U. S. until William 
Jennings Bryan lost to McKinley 
on hi* ‘Bryans) cross of gold 
campaign. 
A lot has happened in the world 
economy since those days and 
particularly since the U. S fixed 
the $35 an ounce buying price 
and made ‘he dollar convertible 
in gold only for foreigners. 
It isn t possible toda^ to have 
a currency freely exchangeable 
for gold except in balancing in­ 
ternational 
trade 
accounts. 
It 
can t be freely exchangeable do- 
mestically, 
I . S. gold reserves now stand 
at $20*« billion In 1934. when the 
present gold price was establish­ 
ed. U S. currency in circulation 
amounted to only $3 3 billion. To- 
day it is $311 * billion 
In addition, there are the de­ 
posits of the banks, which are 
a form of currency. Such bank 
deposits have gone from $41 A 
billion in 1934 to $<i<> billion pre­ 
war and today $224 billion If the 
mutual savings are added cur­ 
rent deposits are $257 billion. 
There isn t that much gold any­ 
where to form a base for that 
much money.
